His will states that he has a 
wife and four children in Centen­ 
nial and a wife and four children 
in Columbus. 
First Wife Here 
Smith’s first wife and her two 
sons and two daughters still re­ 
side in Centennial. To a reporter 
for The Gettysburg Times, Mrs. 
Smith today said she never heard 
from her husband after he en ­ 
listed In the Cuffed States army 
alMiut 1917. 
She said Smith was born in 
York county and was living there 
when he enlisted. 
Although 
adm itting 
that 
she 
knew of her husband’s death, Mrs. 
Smith refused to state 
how or 
w hen he died or when she received 
word of his passing. 
No Death Record Here 
In his will. Smith said that he 
was officially pronounced dead by 
the Pennsylvania courts after an 
absence of eleven years from the 
state. 
His first wife said she be­ 
lieved such action had been taken, 
although a search of the m o rtis 
in the office of S, L Allison, pro- 
thonotarv, and Clayton F. Palmer, 
clerk of the courts, failed to show 
any record of the proceedings. 
To his Columbus widow, Smith 
bequeathed SLUM) in government

For Seedlings 


Some 1,425 applications for 5,500,- 
000 trees have been received from 
private land owners by the depart­ 
m ent of forests and waters for 
planting on the state’s idle land this 
spring. 
Charles R. Meek, chief of 
the bureau of forest extension, esti­ 
m ates th at between 6 and 7 million 
trees will be planted during the 
spring season which ordinarily be­ 
gins in late M arch or early April. 
At least 800 acres will be planted in 
the state forests. 
About 80 per cent of the trees ap­ 
plied for are coniferous seedlings, 
including pines, spruces, and larch 
which are sold for $2,00 per thou­ 
sand. These are the kinds of trees I 
that owners of Idle land in the state | 
are being urged to plant. 
Most of 
the forests of the commonwealth 
consist of hardwoods and are de­ 
ficient in softwoods, commonly call­ 
ed evergreens. 
Some 800.000 trans­ 
plants, which are larger than the j 
seedlings and which sell for $5 OO j 
per thousand, have been ordered. 
About one million seedlings, in- ! 
eluding pitch, pine, Japanese larch,; 
and Norway spruce, are still avail­ 
able in the four state forest nurs­ 
eries for spring'planting. Meek has | 
urged prospective planters to place 
their orders for this planting stock j 
early.

Russia got the lion's share of the 
trading, and Italy is left holding 
the bag with half a billion lire in 
promissory notes. 
In the two-year experiment Rus­ 
sia bought machinery, dyes, ships, 
airplanes, motors, tractors, marble. 
wine and fruits sent in Italian bot­ 
toms. 
The ships brought back so­ 
viet grain, oil, graphite, manganese, 
iron, steel and lumber. 
At the end of the first year Italy 
found she had imported $29,000,000 
worth and sold $14,000,000. 
In the 
second year the adverse balance 
was cut to $5,000,000. 
Moreover Italy paid largely in 
cash. 
The soviets paid mostly in 
credit, running from nine m onths to 
52 months. 
Most of this paper is 
still unliquidated, since the Bank 
of Italy will not rediscount it. The 
notes hat have expired have been 
prom ptly paid. 
But the accumula­ 
tion of paper when they want cash 
annoys the m anufacturers.
